lam pleased to present the annual report on the Bridging the Gap transportation levy. 2015 was 
the program’s ninth and final year of work and its accomplishments can be seen all across Seattle. 
The City has shown a strong commitment to enhancing Seattle’s transportation infrastructure and 
delivering on the commitments made to voters. 


This past year alone, we paved or made major repairs to 10 lane-miles of city streets, restriped 534 
lane-miles of arterials, planted 193 trees and replaced faded street name signs at the last 1,452 
intersections. Bridging the Gap, however, focused on more than just roadway improvements. We 
also striped seven lane-miles of bike lanes and sharrows, built 10 blocks of new sidewalk, repaired 
26 block equivalents of sidewalk, rehabilitated seven stairways, and worked closely with King County Metro to maintain 
the more than 45,000 service hours of transit service acquired through the levy. 


The Seattle Department of Transportation and the Levy Oversight Committee continued to demonstrate their 
commitment to the levy and | commend them all for their work in 2015 and over the course of the last nine years 


With the passage of the voter-approved Levy to Move Seattle last fall, | look forward to the projects that will be 
completed over the next nine years to improve safety for everyone, maintain our busiest streets and bridges, and invest 
in reliable, affordable travel options to get the people of our rapidly growing city moving.

Message from the Director 


Building on the momentum of the eight years of Bridging the Gap, the Seattle Department of 
Transportation (SDOT) set aggressive goals for the program’s final year in 2015. | am happy to 
report that we achieved these goals. 


Last year, SDOT installed 35 pedestrian crossing improvements, replaced 2,731 regulatory signs, 
completed 274 bridge repair requests, installed 989 linear-feet of new guardrail and maintained 
770 traffic signals. These accomplishments, and others, are highlighted in the 2015 BTG Annual 
Report and are the direct result of the hard work by SDOT teams and crews. 


SDOT would like to say thank you to the BTG Levy Oversight Committee and community members, who worked to improve 
the citywide transportation infrastructure for pedestrians, bicyclists, transit users, freight and motorists. Bridging the Gap was 
successful because so many people from across the city provided guidance, input and feedback over the past nine years. 


Our SDOT crews will continue to busy again this year, as they work to implement the Levy to Move Seattle. Expect to see 
them in neighborhoods throughout the city.

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What is Bridging the Gap? @SDOT 


In 2006, Seattle voters passed a nine-year transportation levy for maintenance and improvements known as 
Bridging the Gap (BTG). The levy is complemented by a commercial parking tax and an employee hours tax, 
which has since been repealed. The levy funds programs to address the maintenance backlog for paving; 
sidewalk development and repairs; bridge repair, rehabilitation, and seismic upgrades; tree pruning and 
planting; transit enhancements; and other much needed maintenance work. Funding also supports projects 
that develop and implement the Bicycle and Pedestrian Master plans, creates a Safe Routes to School Program, 
improves transit connections and helps neighborhoods get larger projects built through the Neighborhood Street 
Fund large project program. 


Accountability - Levy Oversight Committee 


The Bridging the Gap (BTG) Oversight Committee was responsible for providing accountability on the use of BTG 
funds, making sure that revenues and expenditures are used for program and project implementation consistent 
with levy requirements. 


Over the last nine years, this committee reviewed BTG projects that serve all users: commuters, bicyclists, 
pedestrians, and the freight community. The committee actively focused on how BTG program and project funding 
is being integrated into other planning and programming at the Seattle Department of Transportation. During the 
last two large project selection processes, the committee reviewed applications for this Neighborhood Street Fund 
program and made project recommendations to the Mayor and Council. 


The committee believed strongly that one way to assure accountability was to be accessible to the public. To help 
ensure accessibility, meeting materials were made available through the SDOT website and each of our quarterly 
meetings was open to the public, with time set aside for people to share their views on BTG issues. 


As evidenced in this report, the committee believed excellent progress was made by SDOT over nine years of Bridging 
the Gap. The committee thanks Seattle voters for passing Bridging the Gap in 2006. The improvements highlighted in 
this report would not have been possible without this funding source and the support of Seattle voters.
